we have less than 20,000,000 barrels 
in store, and are not producing much 
more than half what we were then. If 
circumstances warranted $1.29 at that 
time, what in the name of Joshua 
would they warrant at this tiniei" 


Another gentleman said: 
"There 


are other difficulties to overcome be- 
sides those surrounding the develop- 
ments in the producing fields. It 
must be remembered that the o:l fields 
of Ohio, Indiana, and of the states of 
New York, Pennsylvania and We&t 
Virginia, are not producing all of the 
oil now being marketed in the world. 


"Whik- the other fields exhibit symp- 


toms favorable to a better state of 
things, there are others that are as- 
suming a soiuewh.it dangerous form. 
Take the state ot Texas, for example. 
No one can even guess what that field 
may yet become. Then there is Can- 
ada. No matter where a bsrrel of oil 
is produced, it affects the American 
market just that much. Of course, if 
it were not for Russia. Galheia and 
Sumatra, and a few othei European 
pointo, we could raise the price of oil 
here to $5 a barrel and maintain it at, 
easily as present prices are sustained.''
